Stoneham Was Hooked, Are We? 


Andover’s historically-controversial Rogers Brook, once 
again the subject of two warrant articles, may not be as 
time consuming a subject as some observers have thought. 

In fact, it just might take five minutes, if that, to dis- 
pose of the article calling for a further appropriation, and 
then adopt the one that, in effect, revokes prior appropria- 
tions. 

The clincher would seem to be the experience of the 
town of Stoneham, which went into partnership with the 
state Division of Waterways. 

Suddenly, Stoneham finds itself billed for many thou- 
sands of dollars in excess of the matching funds it appro- 
priated. Why? Because the state division authorized extras 
on the job, and didn’t even bother informing the town of 
the action, never mind getting an approval. 

This arrogant abuse of town-state relationships, while 
possibly legal enough, certainly is far from inspiring 
confidence, 

And it’s this division Andover would work with on 
Rogers Brook. 

‘Nuf said? 


Professional Men In Schools 


The proposal to use professional men in the classrooms 
is gaining momentum throughout the country. 

And here in Andover, we have a wonderful opportunity 
to take part in the movement. 

Briefly, the plan would have professional men — en- 
gineers, physicists, mathematicians, bankers — instruct 
classes on a regular basis. The cost would be met by their 
own companies, thus guaranteeing that no loss of pay 
will occur. 

There is much to be said for the plan — some of the 
shortages in specialized fields could be a thing of the 
past; students would, we believe, be enthusiastic about 
studying under men who are in the forefront of their field, 
and who are taking part in the practical application of the 
theories taught in the classrooms. Teachers, it seems to 
us, should welcome the professional assistance, knowing 
that the individuals involved are thoroughly competent, 
successful men and women. 

Naturally some persons will resist the proposals, using 
teacher morale as a reason, along with the idea that these 
professional men probably aren’t good teachers, Yet it 
seems that these arguments are only excuses, not valid 
reasons for refusing to go deeply into this plan. 

Andover has a great reservoir of talent — and the ‘League 
of Women Voters is even now trying to develop a roster of 
individuals who will give some of their own time to educa- 
tion. 

Why not seriously investigate the entire idea; perhaps 
Andover can make day-to-day use of some very capable 
residents, and advance thé quality of education in special- 
ized areas by so doing. 


How Do You Work It? 


In a letter to the editor this week, Dino Valz discusses 
the salary schedule for teachers, and comments on paying 
for seniority, and rewarding teachers for courses taken 
instead of for teaching ability. 

His sentiments are, of course, representative of those 
shared by a substantial segment of the town. 

Yet we must pause, after reading this letter, to wonder 
how such a subjective thing as good teaching can be 
recognized uniformly, with agreement enough among the 
the responsible officials to take care of indicated salary 
increases. 

What may seem like excellent teaching to one person 
can quite obviously be poor to another — the whole area 
is one in which there is room for a variety of opinions. 

It seems to us that, as ideal as merit pay for the in- 
dividual appears to be, it is less than practical to assume 
that it can be handled in a fair way. 

Thus, while we agree with some of the basic ideas 
behind merit rating for each individual, we can’t subscribe 
to the idea that it will work.

The Essex County Agricultural 
School gives organized instruction 
to over 5,000 people annually. 
Nearly 500 are enrolled in day 
schools and over 2,000 in evening 
courses. Another . 2,500 men, 
women and youth participate in 
cooperative extension programs in 
agriculture and home economics, 
most of which are conducted in 
cities and towns throughout the 
county. 

In the service of the people of 
Essex County the school also offers 
a variety of special services to 
homeowners, communities, public 
health agencies and is head- 
quarters for many organizations 
with agricultural interests.

mental questions, The discussion 
of a possible graduated income tax 
in Massachusetts and the matter 
of increased state aid for educa- 
tion to localities on an equalizing 
basis drew diametrically opposed 
responses from the group, which 
revealed that the conflict between 
Emerson's individualism and 
Hawthorne's insistence that the 
individual must find completion in 
something larger than himself is 
| still very much with us. 

| The discussion focusing on in- 
creidsed state aid for education to 
localities on an equalizing basis 
took on particularly significant 
dimensions in view of James 
Bryant Conant’s appeal to. the 
American conscience in_ this 
matter in his recent book, “‘Slums 
and Suburbs”’. 

The problem of what constitutes 
**sound fiscal policy’’ drew equally 
forceful comments from the group. 
In particular, Representative 
Arthur Williams insisted on the 
importance of considering the total 
tax structure and emphasized what 
he considers the greatest weakness 
in the Massachusetts tax structure: 
the Massachusetts Corporate Ex- 
cise tax. Mr. Williams added that 
Massachusetts is the only state 
with such a tax and that this ex- 
cessively handicaps Massachu- 
setts business. In his opinion the 
Corporate Excise Tax’ should be 
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repealed and tax measures adopted 
which will create incentives fot 
corporate expansion. 

Further exchanges of opinion on 
what constitutes the best legisla- 
tion for strengthening higher edu- 
cation in Massachusetts and for 
maintaining a sound correctional 
system found legislators grateful 
for the interplay of ideas and 
Andover League members anxious 
to attend legislative hearings. 

Mrs. Jerome F,. Andrews Jr. 
moderated the discussion of the 
local issues with which the Andover 
League is also concerned. Mrs. 
Andrews reviewed the history of 
the League’s support of the Town 
Manager form of government, 
summarized the work of the Con- 
servation Commission, and out- 
lined the various facets of the 


League’s public recreation pro- 
gram. She praised particularly the 
work of the Recreational Council, 
which in the period of three years 
has instituted bridge nights, a 
foreign films series, a choral 
group, and an adult evening pro-
